Have prepared a pint of white turnips 
cut into cubes, the same amount of po­ 
tatoes, half a pint of carrots, half a pint

Add a clove of garlic, an 
eschalot, a teaspoonful of sugar, one- 
third of a teaspoonful of pepper and salt 
and cook slowly an hour, adding some 
chopped parsley 15 m inutes before the 
soup is removed from the fire. This soup 
may also be used for a vegetable puree 
by pressing it through a coarse sieve, 
and to a pint of the thick soup add a 
piut of ladling milk.

Bulgaria Is virtu­ 
ally Independent under Print)© Ferdinand, 
and Turkey quietly acquiesced in the ab­ 
sorption of eastern Roumelia In 1887. Kars 
and Betain were snatched by Russia in 
1878. 
Kngland sci zed Cyprus in the same 
year. nnd Austria was comfortably in ­ 
stalled in Bosnia and Herzegovina. Where 
is the alleged Integrity of the Turkish em ­ 
pire In tho face of the obove historical 
facts? 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, two es 
s e n t l illy Mussulman provinces, have noth­ 
ing Iii common with Austria, which now 
rules over them. 
But when tho question of Crete and 
Groove conics to be considered, all Chris­ 
tian Europe shakes with holy horror at the 
unreasonable tis pl rations of Greece in seek­ 
ing to free an island inhabited by a homo­ 
geneous population, professing the same 
faith and situated at its very doors. 
But 
in this advanced era of civilization a new 
force, that makes for justice, is always 
felt on occasions like this among clvillced 
nations, 
and 
that is 
public 
opinion. 
While Lord Salisbury was declaring in the 
house of Lords that Crete cannot la? united 
to Greece, IOO (English Liberals were sign 
ing a telegram of sympathy to King 
George, ai d a monster meeting of 80,000

o n I uesday, when noon struck, the pru* 
idem elect, w ithout uniform or pomp of 
any kind, clad In an overcoat and a high 
hat. want on foot to tho capitol to take tho 
oath and to come into contact with tho 
people. 
Th. re is nothing more prim itive 
or mon* grandiose than this procession, 
which characterises the American den)OC 
racy in such an Impressive way. The only 
official element In It Is a detachment of 
soldiers and marines, who march at its 
head, but surrounding, preceding and fol­ 
lowing Mr. McKinley there Is a vast mass 
of humanity which stretches as far aa the 
eye can roach. 
The “ marshal," or chief 
of police, keeps It, at a proper distance by 
a sign. 
When ho reaches tho threshold of the 
palace, the president uncovers and walks 
in alone. 
Having taken the oath and de­ 
livered Ills spsech and reviewed the garri­ 
son of Washington, ho returns to the White 
Houso, all tho tiros afoot and continually 
hemmed in by thousands of p.*oplesinging 
“ Yankee Doodle" or “ Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner." 
Mr. Cleveland welcome* him and 
hands him the keys of tho house. 
Then 
oome tho diplomatic reception and tho 
first cabinet meeting. 
But the fatigues of tho day are not over 
for the new president. 
He has to Is* pres­ 
ent at a public banquet of 10,000 covers at 
l l .25 a head, served in tents In the public 
garden, and to open the ball, which is the 
last of the festivities.

J ust 
I'hat it is capable of we cannot as y et 
understand, but we do know' tha t It 
runs locomotives, transfers the United 
States mails, hurls the charge of an 
explosive a mile and a half, with a 
force sufficient to pulverize a regiment. 
It operates block sig na ls on railroads, 
loads guns, drives machinery , works 
pumps and carv-es out all sorts of beau­ 
tiful things from stone and marble. It 
Is coming into use lor thousands of 
minor purposes. 
As a cleaning and dusting agent it 
is Invaluable. It copies letters, shears 
sheep and is utilized in the stocky ards 
to slaughter and d *esa meat. As to its 
future, prediction <s made that it will 
clean house, run dumb waiters, take 
the place of the horse a s a means of 
l^omotlon, will wash dishe^s and rock 
the baby . There are Inventors who de­ 
clare that compressed air is already 
quite as useful as electricity , and much 
safer and more manageable. To bring 
*t into its best uses large distributing 
stations must be built, from which

8 tructi‘» e fire which has visited 
this 
city since 1849 broke out about mid­ 
night i j T. C. Jenkins’ wholesale gro­ 
cery house. 
The flames spread rapidly from Jen­ 
kins’ and soon had consumed several 
large buildings in the vicinity. 
The 
total loss will be at least $ 2,000,000. 
The insurance can not be told yet, but 
it is supposed to be well coverefl. 
The origin of the fire in the Jenkins 
building is not known, but it is sup­ 
posed to have been smouldering for 
hours in a dust heap at the foot of 
the 
elevator 
shaft. 
The watchman 
tried to get the flames under control, 
but gave up the attem pt and sent in 
on alarm. 
The department turned in 
a general alarm and soon all the en­ 
gines in the city were on hand. 
It was seen at oikm? that the city de­ 
partm ent 
W'as 
not sufficient and the 
Allegheny City department was called 
on and responded quickly, sending al­ 
most their entire force. 
At 1:30 a, m. some of the total losses 
were stated as follows: T. 0. Jenkins, 
wholesale grocery, occupying an entire 
block, running through from Liberty 
to Penn avenue, between Fifth street 
and Cecil alley, loss fully $ 500,000.

A large number of buildings in the 
vicinity had windows broken and were 
deluged with water. 
At 2 a. ra. the fire 
W’as under control. 
At 3 a. m. the fire was finally mas­ 
tered, but W’as still burning with in­ 
tense fury within the limits 
of 
the 
blcK'ks bounded 
by 
Fifth and Sixth 
streeiB east and W’est and lAberty and 
Penn avenues north and south. The 
loss, it is now believed, will be greatly 
in excess ofcthe first estimates, and is 
placed at $ 3,000,000. 
A num ber of firemen were injured

none of them were seriously hurt. Fire­ 
man George Acheson, who was one of 
the three men in Cecil alley w’hen the 
Jenkins w’all fell.
